SIMPLY A RE-ARRANGEMENT.

Government was face to face with a 
deficit, he thought great care should be 
taken in assuming new liabilitic: He 
was uot aware whether it waa intended 
to grant an additional subsidy to the 
Hudson Bay Railway, but he sincerely 
trusted it was, He warned the Admin- 
istration that il it was proposed to add 
this 100,000 subsidy to the linbjlitice 
of the country at thé present time the 
measure would meet the samo fate o# 
the short line railway bill. 

He read a newspaper paragraph stat- 
ing that contractors we about to be- 
gin work on the line at Gladstone, Man,, 
under the terms of the Order-in-Council 
passed a few months ago. If this was 
the case the contractors should be ad- 
vised that no, expenditure of public 
money could be made under the Order- 

Council until it receives the assent of 

rliament. OtherWise in a year's time 
these contractors would be coming to 
Parliament claiming damages for work 
done under an Order-in-Council, In any 
event he thought the proposed subsidy 
of $2,500,000 was quite too large for a 
colonization road, and for himself he 
could say that, taking into account 
the financial condition of the country 
at the present tint, he would not even 
yote for the ‘bill of 1891 granting the 
$80,000 a year subaidy for twenty yoars 
were it now before the House, 

Senator Boulton thought the Opposi- 
tion to the Hudson Bay Railway was 
due to largeness of the subsidy and the 
fear that its construction would divert 
trade from eastern chanuekk He was 
uot in favor of an additional graut to 
the company, which he thought ex- 
Ceasive, and advocated a new policy of 
aiding railway enterprises in the North- 
west. His idea was that the Govern- 
ment should rétain all land grants, and 
hold them ag security for a Goverument 
guarantee of the company’s bonds, 

Senator McCallum was in favor of 
opening up the Northwest, but could 
not support any such wild-cat scheme 
as this, - He ridiculed the idea of sub- 
sidizing a line of railways through ice- 
bergs. (Langhter,) 

Senator Kautbach was prepared to 
support a measure granting further aid 
to the Hudson Bay road, as he consider- 
route a natural outlet for the 
products of the Northwest. , 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said the manner 
in which the subject had been introduced 
was indicative of the fecling that was 
held by many upon this important ques-

“The strong objections raised by 
the Irish and Scotch manufacturers of 
spirits led him to propose the continua- 
tion of the duty of sixpence a barrel 
upon beer, which would yield a revenue 
of £500,000 and cover the catimated 
deficit. 

Sir William Harcourt, continuing, said 
that the imports and exports for the past 
year had shown that though low prices 
ruled, much benefit had been derived by 
workingmen. ‘Agricultural distress had 
been keen and labor troubles numerous, 
yet the general condition was better 
than during the previous year. The most 
gratifying sign of prosperity, he said, 
Was the deposits in savings banks,which 
in 1890 amounted to a little over £30,- 
000,000, In 1891 they were £31,000,000, 
in 1892 £63,000,000, in 18938 )00,- 
000 and in 1894 £456,500,000. Nothing, 
he aaid,better proved the sound financial 
condition of the country. 

The Budget passed the first reading 
Without a division. 

Sir Ellie Ashmead Bartlett askod if 
the Government would make a state- 
ment in regard to the situation of the 
Chino-Japanese peace treaty, 

Sir Edward Grey said that communi- 
cations wore now passing between the 
powers concerning the conditions of 
peace between the two eastern countries, 
and it would be impossible at this time 
to make a statement. Ho could not 
soy when an official statement of tho 
conditions of peace would be received. 

Mr. H. Gardner, President of the Board 
of Agricultu replying to questions by 
Sir John Kinloch and Mr. Robert Far- 
quharson, said there was no chance 
whatever of Canadian catth being un- 
restrictedly admitted into Great Britain 
this season, Since the last report of 
the Board of Agriculture he said the 
Government of Belgium had also dis- 
covered cases of pleuro-pneumonia among 
Canadian cattle landed at Belgian 
ports, and the Government of Great 
Britain was trying to obtain detaile in 
regard to these cases. When these de- 
tails were received the Government would 
consider whether or not a detailed com- 
munication in regard to the matter 
should be made to the Dominion.

At tho beginning of tho present year tho 
Agricultural Departmont at Washington 
made its usual report as to the numberand 
value of cattle, hogs, sheep, & The re 
sult of this waa significant, and in some re- 

‘ specta startling, showing the rosult of seve- 
ral yoans of business depression, short crops 
and disease, on tho number of live animals 
ayailablo, ‘Tho results of the cattle census 
pointed to a decrease in number, and too 
heavier decrease in values, ‘The latter was 
caused, probably, by the cumulative offvet 
on all farm products of the intense business 
depression of the last fow years. Tho fol- 
lowing summary of the numbers and value 
of farm animals in the United States, Jan'y

_ bureau for the year 1892, Farm buildings, 
according to the same authority, increased 
in value from $191,268,000 to $195,644,000, 
Farm imploments increased in value from 
_ $60,651,000 in 1891 to $51,003,000 in 1892. 
Farm live stock increased in value from 
$108,721,096 in 1891 to $117,501,495 in 
1892. These are the figures of a Liberal 
Government's officials. 

‘There was last year, as reported by the 
same bureau, a falling off in the valuo of 
farm lands, but this was really more than 
offset by a rise in the value of farm build- 
ings of nearly $5,000,000, while the imple- 
ments in use wore worth $432,899 more 
than in 1892. While the selling value of 
farm lands was less in 1893 than the pre- 
vious year, the average value of ‘rented 
farms was the same.

Some of the refuso is also a splendid 
fertilizer, It is claimed that all the 
smoke carried through the machine es- 
capes only as pure steam, and certainly 
when going up the flue it appears perfect- 
ly white,

with great success, 


Faots About Discuse Germs, 


Among the well-known diseases whoso 
bacterial origin is already pliced beyond 
reasonable doubt aye erysipelas, tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria, tetanus, typhoid 
fever, croupous pneumonia, and in- 
The facts discovered regarding 
some of these during the past fifteen 
years are among the strangest of the 
“true fairy tales’ of modern science, 
For example, the wmicrococcus of 
croupous pneumonia, as discovered by 
Dr. Sternberg, lurks in the mouth, and 
is harmless there, awaiting as it were an 
opportunity when a condition of lowered 
vitality of the system, as from exposure 
to cold, shall enable it to take its active 
abode in the lungs, and begin a develop- 
ment whose results will be mani- 
fest in an inflammation of those organs. 
Again, itappears that the bacillus of 
tetanus, or lockjaw, is abundant every- 
where in the soil, and may rest on the 
surface of the human body or be taken 
into the stomach without producing in- 
jury. Even on the surface of an open 
wound it cannot develop, it being one of 
bacteria that cannot grow in the pre- 
But if introduced 
into a deeper wound away from the air 
it may develop rapidly, and produce the 
ytinful and often fatal disease tetanus. 
Thus is explained the fact, always before 
a mystery, that even slight and seeming- 
ly insignificant puncture wounds aro 
more likely to produce this disease than 
are open lesions that otherwise are far 
more serious. 

It is an interesting and highly sugges- 
tive fact, as showing the power of resis- 
tance of the human body uuder normal 
conditions, that a bacterium capable of 
producing such n disease as this may be 
so abundant all about us, and yet 6o in- 
frequently find opportunity for malig- 
nant activity, Butthe same thing ap- 
pears to be true in greater or less degree 
of all the other bacteria that may de- 
velop in the human body. Even when 
introduced into the body they are harm- 
leas unless they find the conditions there 
favorable to their development, Thus 
there aro probably very few persons who 
have not at one time or another inhaled 
the bacillus of tuberculosis or its spores, 
but the lungs of only the rela: 
tively few furnish a favorable soil for 
its development, These susceptible per- 
sons avalon the diseaso; the others are 
said to be immune as regards this parti- 
cular bacillus, But susceptibility and 
immunity are relative terais, aud a per- 
son whose tissues at another time Buc- 
cumb to it, The exact nature of the “in- 
herent vitality” which we are accustom- 
ed to speak of as giving the tissues power 
to resist the micro-organisms we under- 
stand as little as our aucestors under- 
stood the real cause of the contagious 
diseases. Perhaps the microscope will 
help to enlighten us in this regard in 
the next half-ceutury.—Harpor'’s Woek-

AN INGENIOUS MEASUREMENT. 


A Simple Way of Finding the Height of a 
Tree or a Chimney. 


It is often necessary, not for amuse- 
mont, but for practical purposes, to find 
the height of a factory chimney, or 
smoke-stack, and it may not be conveni- 
ent to get access to the architect's plans. 
It may »pen that the engincer desires 
to make alterations for secu 
or less draught, and the dimensions of 
the chimney form a necessary factor in 
his calculations. 

A very simple, but perfectly satistac- 
tory, way of determining the height is 
the samo as that used by the wood- 
cutters of New England in finding the 

ritofatree. The engineer cuts a 
that, when placed upright, will 
reach exactly to the center of his oyes, 
and going outdoors he lies down on the 


ground at such a distance from the base 
of the chimney that the top of the stick, 
whon tho latter is pluced vertically 
against the soles of his fect, will be in 
ling with his eyes and the top of tho 
chimney 

In other words, he forms a right 
angled triangle, of which his oxtended 
body, from his oyes to tho soles of his 
foot, is the base, the upright atick the 
altitude, and the distance trom his eyes 
to the top of the stick the hypothenuse. 
There must be, therefor a similar 
right angled triangle formed of tho 
distance from his ocyos to the base of 
the chimney, from his eyes to the top 
of the chimney, and of the height of the 
chimney itself, As the base and alti 
tude of this triangle are equal, it fol- 
lows that the height of the chimney is 
the samo as the ance from his oyes 
to its base.

In respect to attire Hix Majesty is retro- 
grading rather than advancing. * pipe 
years ago he consented t wear an old 
oat and trousors, but as the Englishman 
moved up hearer Lobengula’s gold mines 
‘and cattle ranches, the fut, greasy King 
flung away his clothe and patronized 
his own tailor, who, according to the 
description of the regal wardrobe, must 
have a good deal of leisure on hand. 
Lobengula inherits his scepter. In 
this respect he ought to have more con 
sideration from Great Britain than hoe 
goems to be receiving. His father, Mu- 
eelekatee, was a king and a warrior 
bold, who slew his rivals as fast as they 
showed up, Ho was smart enough to 
found his kingdom in a section of South 
Africa where the rivers run to tho sea 
and game is abundant, and the earth 
rich with the metal which made Cuali- 
fornia and whioh recently caused the 
Amorican Congress a good deal of trou- 
ble. Lobengula is now supreme master 
ofall, Ho is more of an autocrat than 
the Ozar, His subjects number 800,000, 
and the cattle and shéop of the entire 
country round about aro bis, He is 
King, Premier, Chief Justice and extou- 
tioner. His word is supreme. Ho has 
10 wives, and, according to his own 
edict, he has the privilege of selocting 
four new ones every yoar, He claims to 
bea Zulu, but an Englishman who has 
seon bim anc talked with him says he is 
no more Zulu than an American is Eny- 
ish, But Lobengula need not worry 
himself about what he is 60 long as he 
has the distinction of being acknowledg- 
ed the Gladstone and Bismarck of his 


-FACe, : 
Lobengula, like most prominent, men, 
has bis uliaritios, Quo of the chief 
of these is his aversion to photographers. 
He carries this so far that one is Justifi- 
@din thinking Lobengula must have 
some knowledge of the kodak fiend. An 
Englishman sought a sitting from his 
majesty, who declined on the ground 
that his subjects would object for the 
reason that the photograph would con- 
tuin a part of the soul of the king, and 
that wouldo’tdo, After many impor- 
tunings and on the promiso that his 
subjects would not know it the king 
consented to try one sitting before the 
‘camera. The arrangement was made 
for the following day, but when the 
photographer appeared he was informed 
that the king had changed his mind,and 
Test he might be won over hie had left the 
loyal kraal for a day's ous and would 
not return forsome time.

THE FARMER'S GARDEN. 


Asa Rule Far Make tho Mistake of 


Maying Their ¥ 


rs 
etable Gare 


One of the peincipal mistakes made 
farmers who want to grow 
vegetables and small fraits is that the 
arden is mado (oo large. My experi 
ence is that one fourth acre is sufficient, 
except for growing potatoes and late 
sweet corn. Another mistake is in ln 
ing out the garden, My plan is to have 
it ht yods long and five wide Put 
everything in rows the long way. Com 
mencing on one side, lay out about one 
half of the plot in rows sevon fect apart 
for permanent plants and fruit bushes, 
auch ag asp ‘plant, grapes, 
blackber v currants and 
groosoberries. these will 
take a whole. row; for others a 
halt row is sufficient. This part 
of the garden is worked with a 
ono-horse cultivator. Tho other 
can be plowed and harrowed every 
spring, as only annuals arc planted, 
except a strip for the strawberry bed, 
which, to facilitate cultivation, should 
bo ou the outside of this half, alternat- 
ing from one aside to the other, from 
year to year. Tho rows for vegetables 
may bo threo feet apart except for 
melons and other vines, which will need 
adouble row or more. Use a line and 
measuro to Iny out the rows. The 
tomatoes are trained to a trollis and 
take no more room than « row of corn, 
while the fruit is much finer than when 
the plants are left to ran on the ground. 
No spading is necessary except in dress 
ing the asparagus and pieplant beds in 
the early spring and loosening the soil 
about the roots of the berry bushes. 

To get the best resultsfrom this small 
piece of ground, it is essential that it 
be made very rich with composed man- 
ure and thatit have thorough cultiva- 
tion, Run through it every week with 
horse aud cultivator. Don't wait for 
the ground to get weedy. It should bo 
done as regularly as going to meeting 
or as wash day is observed in the housu. 
The garden properly laid out and cared 
for is a thing of beauty, Its usefulness 
no housekeeper questions, Besides sup- 
plying tho table with a fresh variety of 

getables for a large part of the year, 
it will supply fruits and berries fresh or 
canned, 265 days. Tho cash value of 
the product of the § acre can be $50 to 
$100, and besides, a valuable lesson 
may be learned of results from rich soil 
and thorough tillage.—American Agri-

Improved Winnowing Box. 


| 
The ordinary box or mcasure used in 


winnowing garden products has the 
annoying fault of being too low so that 
the peas, beans, etc, will often bound 
back and fall over tho sides as they are 
being poured in. A very strong wind, 
too, may carry tho chaff and other im- 
purities out of the measure and the 

eas, etc., with them. The accompany- 
ing illustration shows how this difficulty 
may easily be obviated. The ordinary 
box is supplemented by a wire netting 
fastened toa simple framework above 
the box. This framework widens out

from tho box that a much wider 
mouth is provided and less danger in- 
curred of spilling the peas or beans over 
the sides. The box is made much deep- 
er in this simple fashion, and tho fine 
chaff and dust is given plenty of room 
to blow away through the notting's 
meshes. 


Mincral Manures. 


A writer in The New York Tribune 
notes the fact than many statements 
frequently mado about the cffects of 
manure are apt to be misleading, Ex- 
periments, of course, are an important 
aid in guiding the farmer, but it not 
conducted in the light of science, they 
may lvad to entirely erroneous conclu 
sion, For instance, if you apply ni 
trate of soda and find it doubles the 
crop, younro apt to conclude it is a 
valuable fertilizer and buy it largely. 
Thousands of dollars have been wasted 
in that way. It contains 16 per cent. 
of soda, and I saw tho statement re 
cently that soda ‘is a substitute for 
potash for agricultural as well as for 
industrial purposes.” Such a state 
ment ought not to go uncontradicted, 
Nothing can be a substitute for pot: 
ash. Soda may make as rood 
soap as potash, but it will not make 
vegetation grow, Pity it will not, it is 
so plentiful and cheap, and potash so 
scarce ; but the laws of nature forbid it, 
Among the inorganic elomonts abso 
lutely necessary for the growtli of vog 
tation are potash and phosphoric acid 
Soils are more apt to be deficiont in 
these than any others, and nothing can 
take their place, Truc,a small amount 
of soda i ary also, but soils are 
not apt to be deficiunt in this. If they 
are it must be supplied, but no amount 
of this eloment can supply tho p 
potash or phosphorus. Wo dont know 
why it isso, butitis, With the recont 
discoveries ot bods of phosphate of lime, 
agriculture would be a thing if 
soda could take the place of potash 

As to nitrogen, its application in the 
form of ammonia or nitric acid willoften 
largely incrense the crop; and perhaps 
it may be obtained in the form of nitrate 
of soda as ch a ny other way, 
and the at t do no harm

That seems to 
be the average, I consider it easter to re- 
form a sot in the gutter,one of your low- 
est types of drunkards, than an opium 
smoker, Place them behind iron bars if 
you like, after being imprisoned a short 
time they begin to beg and plead for 
opinin, They rave like maniacs,and their 
sufferings are terrible to behold, They 
act like wild men, 

“The opium vies is ruiving Cl::2a, 
The people know it and the government 
knows it, but they take no action. In 
twenty-two years it has increased 50 per 
cent. Fertile fields that were once used 
in the cultivation of rice are now grow- 
ing the opium weed. The provinces in 
Northern China, where the terrible 
famine occurred a fow years ago, and 
where thousands perished for want of 
food, had been for years given over to 
the production of opium instead of food 
grains. When food was short the peo- 
ple found they could not live on opium, 
bo they starved to death. 

“A parallel to the suffering during 
that famine is hardly equaled by any 
event in the history of the world. Hu- 
man beings died in the streets of vyil- 
Jages and on the roads. People turned 
cannibals, Some dug up roots, and 
others were found on the roadside, 
where they had died biting the bark off 
the trees. The dead were not buried, 
for the living had all they could do to 
take care of thenselves, 
hi w, to-day rice is one-third higher 
in price than it was a score of Years ago, 
because the crop has fallen off. Opium 
shops are everywhere. You may be 
traveling along with your chair coolie, 
when the first thing you know he will 





put you down and leave you sitting in 
the streets while he goes in to take a 
smoke,”—New York Herald.

Contracts havo been let for tho first 
two boats of the longest car ferry ser— 
vice in the world.

south of Lake Nyassa the whito man is 
tho riches ot nature to good 
account, and is having a potent and 
beneficial influence upon the natives who 
thirty years ago had never seena white 
man. Mr, H, H, Johnston, Her Ma 
jesty’s Commissioner in Britis Central 
Africa, has just told the story of this 
dovelopment to the Royal Geographical 
Society, and here are some of tho tr . 
esting facts ho gave. Tho »ficial name 
of this is the British Central 
ca Protectorate. It Was ‘only tour 
years ago that European planters bega 
to hear that there was a chance tom 
monoy in thisnew domain by i 
coffee. At that time the to white 
population was only 57, Today it 1s 
nearly 400. The trade of the country in 
the past year has exceeded a half million 
dollar: Four years ago there were on 
Lake Nyassa and tho rivers only eight 
British steamers, while to-day seventecn 
steamers, and 120 barges or sailing ves- 
sels are plying these waters, Four 
years ago Europeans were cultivating 
about 1,000 acres, while th» area under 
crops has now been ine di to more 
than 8,000 acres, Over 5,000,000 coffee 
plants are now growing, and when they 
all come into bearing, as they will be- 
tore long, there will bo amplo freight 
for tho railroad which is to bo built 
around the sixty miles of rapids in the 
Shire River. Whon this road is com 
leted freight may be taken by steam 
rom the north end of Lake Nyassa to 
the Zambesi and the ocean vessels 
which will await it in the Chinde branch 
of the Delta. Agricultural land four 
years ago was selling for from one cent 
to six cents an acre. ‘Today unimproy- 
ed land ranges in price from 25 cents to 
$1.40 an acre, and ina number of the 
seven or cight European settlements 
lots are sold at from $500 to $1,000 
apleco, About four-fifths of the land 
surface is from 8,000 to 5,000 feet above 
the sea, The immediate result of this 
elevation is a much cooler climate than 
is found in most parts of central A 
It is a well watered country, with in 
perennial streams, and the water in al- 
most all places is wholesume to drink. 
Thoss who have read  Living- 
stone’s descriptions of this wilderness 
when he first made it known to the 
world will be struck by the amazing 
contrast which Blantyre and the other 
European settlements present to-day. 
Tn these towns are clean, broad, level 
roads, bordered by handsome avenues 
trees and comely red brick houses with 
rose-covered verandas peeping out be- 
hind clumps of ornamental shrubs. The 
natives who pass along aro clothed in 
white calico <A bell rings to cull the 
children to school. The planter gallops 
t on horseback, or a missionary trots 
in on a white donkey from a visit to an 
outlying station, Long rows of native 
carrier naa in Indian file, carrying 
loads of European goods, or smart. 
looking policeman in black fez, black 
jacket aud trousers marches off on somo 
errand, Native bricklayers and car- 
enters are building houses in the 
European style. ‘Throu the open 
door of the printing offic atives may 
be seen setting type for the little news: 
paper that aj pears every week. The 
visitors will see a postoftice, a court of 
justice and perhaps a prison, whose oc 
cupants, however, during the working 
hours are out repairing the roads 
under charge of « i ick policeman. On 
the outskirts of the towns are brick- 
yards, where the natives turn out thou 
of ks Well mad» as thoso 
in our own building operations. 
The most interesting feature in the 
ghborhood of thes :settlements, how- 
, is the coffe plantations, which are 
the chief cau Hl support of the pros 
verity of Nyassaland. The first and 
gest planter, Mr. Buchanan, raised 
last season & crop that was valued at 
$85,000. Sixteen years ago a sinall 
coffee plant was sent from the Edinburgh 
Botanical Gardens to Blantyre, and from 
this plant the greater part of the 5,000, |

SUPPORT FOR WAGON-TONGUES. 


A New and Improved Devico for This 
Useful Purpose. 


Tho Scientific American describes a 
new wagon tongue support which has 
been patented by a man in California, 
The accompanying illustration shows 
how itis used. It is very simple, con- 
sisting of two plates fastened to the 
front andrear sidos of the axle by means 
of bolts. 





On the front plates are two elongated 
lugs which are apertured to receive the 
supporting arms. The latter are pre- 
ferably of stout wire and have a verti 
cal section held in place by a set screw. 
It is not necessary Lo connect tho arms 
to the tongue; the latter simply reste 
upon them,

The Mayor, in reporting on the work 
done by the committee appointed to meet 
the committee from the Pr cial Board 
of Health, said the Association of 
Health officers for Ontario might be in- 
duced to hold their annual meeting here 
this year.

The accounts recommended by the Exec- 
utive Committee were passed without dis- 
cussion. 





A GRANT TO THE FAIR. 

The Executive committtee recommended 
also a grant of $250 to the Bay of Quinte 
Fair, Ald. Yeomans said he was thorough- 
ly in sympathy with the Fair, but our mu- 
nicipal finances would not warrant ¢ at. 
If we wore not careful we would either havo 
a deficit, or some important work would 
have to be left undone. He would oppose 
the grant. 

Ald, Robinson said the Fair only benofit- 
ted a few, and it is now time that it could 
stand on its own bottom, 

‘The Mayor said he would be sorry to see 
that grant refused. He was certain that 
every citizen was benefitted by the expend- 
iture of money at this Fair. The directors 
are a good class of men, who are giving 
their time to make the Fair a succe: 
Ald. Wills was in favor of a grant, but 
moved in amendment that $200 be given, 
instead of $250. 

Ald. Landenberger was in favor of the 
grant. It isa necessity, he said, to keep 
this air. There is money thrown away 
for things that do not benetit the city. 
Ald, Bogart said while he fayored the 
grant he was in accord with Ald. Yeomans’ 
remarks. Butas the Directors had bad 
luck last fall in regard to weather he would 
fayor the grant. He would remind them 
that they reed not come back next year. 
Ald. Clarke said he was sure all the 
aldermen were in sympathy with the fair 
and would bé willing to help it if it did not 
do an injustice to thé citizens. We have 
been bonusing industries to induce them to 
circulate money in our midst, Last year 
the directors caused the circulation direct- 
ly of $3000 and indirectly as much more. 
Of course, if we make tho grant we must 
curtail our expenditures in other direc- 
tions. As Chairman of the Fire Comunit- 
teo he would not agree to a curtailment in 
his estimate and he was sure the other 
chairmen felt the same. With this view 
ho would oppose the grant. 

Ald. Hart moyed in amendment to the 
Amandine that the sum of $125 be grant- 
ed. 

The Mayor stated that the $500 already 
subscribed were promised on condition 
that the city iake a grant. 

Ald. Petty said if the Agricultural 
Society he 1 done its duty they would have 
had their grounds clear. He would net 
favor the granting of any more money this 
year, 

Ald. W. H. Gordon said he understood 
the fair would not. go if the city did not 
give ita grant. He did not feel like tak- 
ing & step backward, as the Council would 
do if they stopped the fair, 

Ald, Yeomans contended that we could 
not afford this grant. The habit of giving 
Was encouraging a Wrong sentiment. Tho 
Carnival promoters had ndvocated a grant 
from the Council at the outset, but when 
it was opposed the promoters felt hurt. 
We hould reserve our money for needed 
improvements. 

Ald. Starling said he had supported this 
grant in the past and he would» support it 
now. We have largely to depend on the 
farming community and this was a way of 
inducing them, the farmers, to come to the 
city. ‘This smali sum could easily be made 
up by the different Chairmen. 

Ald. Falkiner strongly favored the grant 
Ho eaid Mr, Ponton had come early in the 
year and asked for assistance and he should 
get it.

DIVISION COURT. 


RK. E. Laztor Tried on Two Charges of Dog 
Polsoning. 


The monthly sitting of the Division 
Court was held this morning at the court 
house before Judge Fraleck. 

At the opening of court several cases on 
the docket were laid over. 

The first taken up was Twining ys. 
Lanner. This was an action brought by 
jeorge Twining, painter, against R. EB. 
er to recover damages for the death 
a hound alleged to have been poisoned by 
the defendant. Tried before a jury. 

The plaintiff testified that he found his 
dog dead on the 21st of April directly be- 
hind Mr, Lazio He valued the dog 
at $50, but he was really worth § 

Mr. S. Vermilyea testified that 
Lazier had told him that the dogs had 
ried off some ducks from his shed and he 
warned witness to keep his dog in, as he 
was going to put out poison. 

Mr. Chas. Herring swore that from what 
he knew of the dog poisoned he would 
value it at $2 
J. B. Flint testified to Mr, 
ming to his office after the dogs 
had been poisoned to ask as to the law as 
to dogs running at large. In the course 
of the conversation he (deft.) admitted hay- 
ing put poison in his swill barr 

Mr, Chas. sworthy’s evidence brought 
out nothing new. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
plaintiff. Mr, Wright, counsel for the de- 
fendant, submitted that no case had been 
made outand he cited a similar cise in 
support of his contention.. Mr. Porter 
contended that the putting out of poison 
was unlawful and Mr. Lazier's action in 
this case was willful, 

The Judge held that to recover for 
dainages done by a dog notice must first 
be given to the owner that his dog had 
done the damage, He held that the poison 
had been put out blindly without ascertain- 
ing whether or not the dogs poisoned were 
the ones that had committed the depreda- 
tions. He must overrule the objection.

bothered with dogs for six months past. 
They had carricd off poultry from his barn, 
upset the swill barrel, torn up his flower 
beds and did other damage.

Cross-oxamined by Mr, Porter,—TEle put 
poison beside his swill barrel about thirty 
fect froom the back fence. There had 
been a board off his back fence for some 
time. Ho had not tried to ascertain who 
oy aod the dogs that wero bothering him, 
Ifo did not know that Mr, Twining had a 
dog: 

Samuel Spencer, sworn—He worked for 
Mr, Lazier, He often found the swill 
barrel upset by dogs, but he could not say 
whose dk ib, 

To Mr. Porter - Saw tho dogs take the 
ducks, but Mr, Twining’s dog was not one 











of thei. He had nailed the board on the 
back feuce, but it was off when the dogs 
wore poisoned 

James Moon, sworn—Had done con 
siderable work for Mr. Laxier lately and 





had seen several dogs about his back door, 
He did not know whose dogs they were. 

This concluded the evidence and after 
tho counsel for both sides had addressed 
tho jury the Judge summed up and the 
case W viven Lo the jury 

The jury wore out about half an 
when they returned court with a 
vordict of $15 for the plaintiff. The ver- 
dict carries costs, KE. G, Porter for pif. ;

Sir Richard Cartwright in reply to the 
Finance Minister on Friday evening, made 
amost extraordinary statement remarks 
the Ottawa Citizen. He said, ‘Tho Hon. 
gentleman took good care to say nothing of 
the reduction of $200,000,000 and upwards 
which has taken place in tho last fow years 
in tho yaluo of farm property in Ontario 
alone.” 

Now thore is no excuse for Richart 
being ignorant of the comparative valuo of 
farm property in this province, “His polit- 
cal friends—the Ontario Government—es- 
tablished some twelve years ago, a Bureau 
of Industries, part of whose duty it is to 
obtain accurate statistics of the land, values 
and crops of the province from year to year. 
A reference to these reports would have 
shown Sir Richard that, instead of thero 
being a decline of $200, 000,000 in the worth 

of farm property in Ontario, there has been 
no decline at all. On tho contrary, there 
has been a gain of $95,000,000 in ton years. 
It is true that the land itself has suffered 


= Gn common with agricultural land in every 
"part of the world, thore having been a fall- 


ing off in value of $17,000,000. in the ten 
years from 1882 to 1892. Bub this loss has 
been far more than compensated by the in- 
crease in buildings, ayricultural implements 
and live stock. The result is thataccordin 

to the report of the Bureau of Industries, 


whereas the total wealth of our agricultural 


classes in 1882 amounted to $882,026,610, 
in 1892 it had risen to $979,977, 244. 

As corroborative of the tale told by these 
statistics we have the roports of bank 
managers, boards of trade and the manag- 
ers of loan companies, who haye no inte 
est in misrepresenting the facts and. whose 
only object is to stato the financial posi- 
tion of the country exactly as itis. Theso 
authorities are unanimous in saying that 
the farmers of Ontario havo prospered not- 
withstanding hard times, notwithstanding 
the wail of distress that has come across 
the ocean from their brethron in Britain, 
and notwithstanding the suffering and 
misery that haye been widespread through- 
out the similar classes in the United 
States. 

Tt is Sir Richard's desire and that of his 
friends to make out that, while wealth in 
Canada may be accumulating in a few 
hands, the yeomanty are languishing and 
dying out. This thoory is based upon no 
facts except the condition of mind of dis- 
appointed politicians, and it is overthrown 
by the avery fair test we can apply to ib, 
including the evidence of their 
friends in power in this province. 

Sir Richard, driven to desperation, not 
only repudiated all the statisticians, in- 
cluding, as tho Citizen further remarks, 
Mr. George Johnston and Mulhall, but he 
throws scorn upon the work of Archibald 
Blue, and he has even performed the feat 
of repudiating himself.

St, John’s, Nfld., May 10.—The Legisla- 
ture met yesterday and adjourned for 
another week, An important debate oc- 
curred, in which the prospects for con- 
federation were considerably enhanced 
Premier Whiteway made an official an- 
nouncement of the condition of the con- 
federation negotiations. He announced 
that the delegates had not yet received

minion Government, Premier Whiteway 
telegraphed Premier Bowell last Tues- 
day night, urging tho necessity for a 
prompt reply, Premier Bowell answered 
that he would cable his answer at the 
firet possible moment. 

Premier Whiteway believes it unwise 
to terminate the negotiations at this 
juncture. He urged the immense import- 
ance of the subject. Its bearing on the 
future of the country, and the difficulties 
of the present position, He stated that 
it was the unanimous decision of the Go 
ernment party to prolovg the period of 
Waiting, 60 a8 to give the Dominion Cabi- 
net time to arrive at a decision. 
Whiteway avowed himself an ardent

NEW FORM OF CELLULOSE. 


A Substitute for Glue Which & 
in Water When Set 
Cellulose in a dense form, having the 
appearance of ebonite, and capable of 
taking a high polish, can be prepared by 
treating cellulose with a 15 per cent 
solution of sodium hydrate, and “mer- 
cerizing” it. The mercerized” cellulose 
1s then exposed to the vapor of carbon 
disulphide, which forms a soluble com- 
pound with it, On dissolving this in 
water the carbon bisulphide and sodic 
hydrate are gradually given up, cellu- 
lose being precipitated, If some of the 
solution is spread on glass a transparent 
| film of cellulose can be obtained. Cellu- 
| lose can also be deposited from the 
same solution on woven materials on 
paper, producing a permanent stiffening 
or sizing, The solution © forms a sub- 
stitute for glue, of great strength, and 
insolute in water when set. The ma- 
terial can also be obtained in continu- 
ous sheets of films.

Economy of Space in Small Gardens. 
To raise many vegetables in a small 

garden Is often a problem requiring both 
thought and judgment. Some familfes 
are almost vegetarians as regards sum- 
mér vegetables and as they are both 
cheaper and more healthy than meats, 
their taste should be gratified if pos- 
sible, It is often necessary to use the 
same space twice ; for instance, onions 
‘will be ready for pulling long before 
summer is over and are well advanced 
when late cabbage Is ready for planting. 
Having kept the soll between rows well 
cultivated apply a sprinkle of henhouse 
manure and wood ashes, Chop it well 
in and set cabbage in the alternate 
spaces | e, between the first and second, 
the third and fourth rows and s0 on, 
leaving the other spaces to walk in when 
the onions are gathered. Then these 
spaces can be used for late snaps for 
picking, a use not to be despised. 

As successive crops of garden peas 
give out, pull the green vines and con- 
sign to the compost heap and use the 
space for late cabbaye, tomatoes, bush 
beans, corn or anyt#iing that will ma- 
ture before frost, Barly potatoes will be 

lout of the way by August, so by the 
middle or last of July, midway between 
the vines and In the row with them 
‘plant one of the early varieties of corn 
which matures In about 60 days after 
gemination. As you s early cnbbage, 
drop a few grains of corn or late beans 
or anything you wish in the place where 
the stalks stood and you will feel your- 
self repaid, for until frost come they 
will yleld you an agreeable succession 
to the summer vegetable which have 
then had thelr day. It is true that to 
keep the soil.at work all the time re- 
' quires heavy fertilizing and good culti- 
yation, but {t pays well. It also gives 
the garden a topsy-turvy look, but this 
1s preferable to a table poorly supplied 
with vegetables, The question what to 
do with tomato vines with thelr luxuri- 
ant growth and constant tendency to 
‘flop’ over each other and everything 
| else is a puzzling one. Keep the vines 
well trimmed up from the ground to 
give the stem a substantial growth and 
sufficiently high to keep the lowest 
branches above the ground. Then drive 
a stout stick in the ground at a suitable 
distance and tle the vine loosely in sev- 
eral places according to the growth of 
the vine. 


Plowing by Electricity. 

A successful application of electricity 
to plowing has been made on a German 
farm. Two ‘ double-ender "” plows were 
used; one cut two furrows the total 
width of 24 Inches, and o depth of 9% 
inches ; the other was a four-plow ma- 
chine. Both worked equally well. The 
power required for the ler plow was 
about elght horse, a 12-horse portable 
engine being wu to drive the dynamo. 
For the larger plow a 16-horse engine 
was used. Running op@ plow at four 
miles an hour, the amount of work done 
was about one acre an hour. The cost 
was less than one-half that of animal 
power. A chain Was stretched across 
the fleld and secure anchored at 
either end. The anchors were light ana 
easily moved. The chain passed around 
the shaft of the motor and the plows

The demand by women of fashion for 
real laces and sheer muslins of oriental 
delicacy of weave, has made fine under 
Woar more costly than ever before Tho 
new linen batiste is the sheer and 
most silken texture over used in under= 
wear It was employed somewhat ex 
tensively in the trousscau of tho czar 
ina. Tho most popular material, which 
is used whon the costly linon—batiste— 
is not chosen, is sheer Fronch nainsook, 
This is employe? for gowns, chomises 
and corset-covers, All those garments 
are mado by hand, the seams united 
by fairy-like stitches in finest drawu 
work in the manner seon for several 
years. Real Valenciennes lace is used 
on fine garments in preference to noedle- 
work, and so are Maltese jaces in the 
delicate. feathery patterns of olden 
times. The open-cyeletted pattorn of 
old English needlework is one of the 
newest trimmings on gowns of sheer 
nainsook, as wollas on matinces and 
dressing sacques. Thero is a little ten- 
dency this season to use color in gowns. 
Some of the most fastidious women uso 
the now Fronch gowns of palest rose- 
colored batiste. Theso delicate rose- 
hued gowns barmonize with tints of the 

complexion, and are 80 becoming that 
thoy have overcome the dislike which 
rofined women feol toward the use of 
color in such garments. Pale blue, 
however, is inadmissible, because it is 
unbecoming, giving a ghastly tone to 
the flesh tints. Butter-colored embroi- 
deries are much used in gowns. 
Chemises and drawers are kopt puro 
white, and no color is allowable except 
an occasional drawing-string bow of 
pale-bued satin ribbon, 

Shape remain simple. The new gowns 
fall from the shoulder in full, soft 
folds, somewhat in Empire style and are 
finished by large collars of lace or em- 
broidery turned back trom tho throat. 


The sleeves are huge in size and are 
puffs that reach to the elbows,*or just 
below it, where they are finished by a 
new bracelet of ribbon which is run in 
the bottom of tho sleeve and draws it 
close to the arm, or by a deep fall of 
Valenciennes laco and insertion or Eng- 
lish eyeletting. The gown illustrated is 
of steer nainsook. The huge collar of 
eyeletting is done in butter-colored em- 
broidery and the full puff sleeve is fit- 
ted close around the arm by a bracelet 
of pale yellow ribbon, above which a 
ton-inch rufiie of butter-colored embroi- 
dery droops. Still other gowns aro 
laid back low from the throat in huge 
collars.in shawl or surplice effect, 
French gowns in hand-made Valencien- 
nes lace and fine lace and fine 
batisto cost $50.

shipped to this country in small quanti- 
ties. The Kaster lily isa native of the 
Orient, coming originally to this country 
from China and Japan, 

The bulbs from which these lilies aro 
grown are shipped to this country in 
the early summer. They arrive here 
about the last of July or the first of 

st, when they are taken out of the 
xesin which th are shipped and 
placed in pots, which are tiled with 
loose earth, In these pots they are 
buried in the ground and covered with 
two or three inches ot soil. There they 
remain until they root. y are then 
transplanted to larger pots and put in 
what are called ‘cold houses,'’ in the 
latter part of November or the middle 
of December, according to the time the 
florists desire them to bloom, 

From t time on they are forced or 
kept back, which is done by regulating 
the temperature in the hot house. It is 
said an expert florist can thus control 
the bloom of the flower toa day. After 
the lily is done blooming tho bulb, which 
has diminished from the size of an 
onion to about the bulb of a hickory 
nut, is usually thrown away,as it takes 
three 6s for them to grow to the 
yielding size again. It is consequently 
much cheaper to import fresh bulbs 
every year than to make a business of 
nonrishing old ones. 

The Easter lily is a short-lived plant, 
as far as its bloom is concerned, the 
blossoms or flowers only lasting about 
two weeks. In tho floral world the Eas- 
ter lily is regarded as the greatest ac- 
quisition to floral culture made in many

years, Its profusion of bloom, the re- 
markably short timo required to bring 
it into flower, its certainty to produce 
abundant bloom, and the ease with 
which it can be made to flower at any 
desired period, render it,invaluable

in no year previously has it been so pre 
valently observed as this Along Mar 
ket street and several other much trav- 
elled thoroughtares curbstone flower 
merchants have done a thriving busi

their treatment of (seems based on that 
idea. It is the easiest thing in the world 
to tell whether a tree 1 or the 
roots are lifeless when delivered, Cut 
into them and if the bark is fresh and 
reasonably moist and brightin the wood 
and then properly imbedded in moist 
earth, itissure to live, but every mo 
mont that it is exposed and left in a dry 
mg wind, the chauces are multiplied 
against it 

The roots of a tree injured by expos 
ure are always dry and shriyelled, and 
the center devoid of sap. Examine 
them carefully before receiving them, 
and then seo to it that the Injury is not 
done afterward. If the trees are sup 
plied with wet straw and closely wrap 
ped with an old blanket or oilcloth to 
exclude currents of air, they can be 
carried any distance safely, When 
the tree is dormant, its blood 
(sap) circulates whether roots are 
in or out of the ground, and only 
needs molsture to live on like a 
hibernating animal. As long as there 
ix fat on the ribs, air to breathe and 
sleep, the bear flourishes, but when ac- 
tive life returns, food must be torthcom- 
ing or it will quickly perish. When the 


' roots of a plant or tree become very 
: dry, the sap becomes waxy and fills the 


grain in the wood like a varnish, so 
that the impediment remains to bother 
han extent 
that I doubt if it ever regains the same 
vigor of the tree in which a_ thrifty 
growth has always been maintained. 
The removal from the nursery to the 
final home is the critical tine in the his- 
tory of the tree, That there are nur- 
mon by hundreds who grow trees 
to sell cheap, conducting their business 
as downright swindle annot be de. 
nied, butit!s equally true that a large ma- 
jority of nurserymen are conscientious 
and_ solicitous for the fullest success of 
all the stock sent out, and look careful- 
ly to the best interests of their custom- 
ers, They know how to handle aud 
protect stock, and would not permit 
such gross carelessness, and in nine 
times out of 10 an investigation will 
show the failures arise from the out- 
rageous slovenliness of planters,

HOW LIME IS MADE. 


The Process ts Not Dificult—Description 
of the Kiln—Mow to Avold the 
Deadly Gases. 





Limestone is carbonate of lime, and 
lime is the oxide of the metal calcium, 
which has such an intense avidity for 
oxygen that it takes fire and burns with 
intense heat and light when exposed to 
air that is at all moist. Thusitisarare

Electric Power for Threshing. 


A Danish farmer has quite recently 
made a very successful experiment in 
tho use of clectric power for threshing 

8 hitherto had an old- 
fashioned threshing machine driven by 
horses. Three irs of horses have 
worked the machine at about 800 re 
volutions per minute, the horses being 
changed from time to time during a 
working day. The power transmitted 
in this way owing to the nature of 
the machinery, irregular, occasioning 
considerable loss of time to the workmen 
omployed. By the use of an clectric 
motor to operate the threshing mill this 
disadvantag. is entirely removed, 

is transmitted evenly, stoppages 
nyoided, the threshing is more 
speedily effected and the machine itself 
is spared consid-rable wear and tear. 
A stationary steam or oil engine drives 
the dynamo, and the current is conduct- 
ed through enables of suitable length to 
given pointin or outside the barn 

» the threshing takes place. E 

tho threshing mill is 
several hundred yards from the work- 
ing power, two-thirds of the power can 
be reckoned ou as available for uso in 
the threshe 

At the m where the experiment 
has been tried the current is generated 
by a six horse-power oil (petroloum) en 
gine, Inorder to protect the electric 
motor from dust itis enclosed in a wood- 
encase. The distance between the ofl 
cngine and the threshing mill is about 
140 yards. A specd of 1000 revolutions 
per ininute is attained and it is clearly 
demonstrated that the threshing pro- 
ceeds with very much greater caso and 
rapidity than formerly. It is specially 
worthy of notice that the speed does 
not vary even when the mill is very 
full. When the mill is moved, of course 
the motor must also be mov. It is 
therefore placed on a sort of sled, which 
can bo kept in place by a block of wood 
at each side, Another advantage in 
thus utilizing electricity for the trans. 
mission of working power is that the 
current is available without extra cost, 
aud is used to light the machipe-house 
and baru by means at two high can: 
dle-power incandescent lamps. The 
folowing results havo been obtained 
by means of the new force. Formerly 
there were threshed by horses 4.25 tons 
of barley per hour; now, by electricity, 
6.66 tons of barely per hour,

If this is done to any considerable ex- 
tent, an effective beginning will have 
bean made and the final extermination 
of the post will bo only a question of 
time. The fly is rarely seen and is sup- 
posed to be mostly confined to the lo- 
calitios whore the cattle are pastared. It 
begins its work of depositing its eggs 
on the cattle in August and con'inues 
until September. The eggs are laid on 
tho hairs of the animals and being lick- 
cd off, are taken into the stomach,

How to Kalse Pigs. 
A correspondent of The Ohio Farmer 
say that it is the best to keep pigs 
steadily growing fr the start, not 
crowding so fast as to break down some 
part of the system, and cause a more 
serious check from moderate feeding. 
No farmer can figure out a ration for 
young and growing pigs. He can cem- | 
pate the necessary ingredients, but just 
ow much they will eat is beyond his 
judgment. Tho exact quantity that | 
will be consumed canonly be arrived 
at day by day as they are fed. For | 
growing the pig should have much | 
succulent food, grass of various kinds 
























in their sea: and along with 
the grass, grain produets, rich 
in the albuminoids, whole wheat ; 





or the by-products of wheat; oil meal 
can often profitably be used with theso 
ground foods, The rapid process that 
we must follow to get the greatest profit 
out of swine growing’ makes it neces— 
sary that the pigs have more than grass 
during the summer months. They will 
not make a profitable gain on grass 
alone. One great objection to pr 
alone lies in the fagt that the g 
not always sweet and tender; the 
weather is not always favorable for the 
condnuous rapid growth ofthe grasses. 
If thuy have grain foods continuously 
these bronks'in tho supply of young, ! 
fresh grass can be bridged over without 
checking the pigs in growth, |

quality and cannot be depended on for 
arogular full focd, Woalways want 
some middlings or other mill product to 
mix with this supply of slop, The slops 
should be fed at regular times,not when 
the farmer's attention is called to them 
because tho buckets are full and must 
bo omptied Twice a day, at loast it 
hould bo fed; if allowed to stand Jong- 
erin warm weather it soon becomes 
sour and unfit for pig food. Sour slop 
is nota beautiful tood for pigs or old 
hogs. In feeding pigs there isa right 
and wrong way One general error is 





























the irregularity with which they are 
fed. If they are ted twice a day, 
or three times, it should be at stated 
times each day, and those times 
should vary as ‘little as possible, 
Changing one half hour or an hour 


each day, at one or more tines of focd 
ing, can but bo injurious to the pigs. 
We know this will be accepted as folly 
by some that feed enou at one time 
for a whole day, or if they aru focding 
all corn in the fall when work is press 
ing, throw out at ove time enough for 
two or threo days. We must differ from 








those in their old-style way of fecding, 
because we certainly believe there is a 
better way. Regular feeding in such 
quartitios as they will eat clean will 


keep the hogs in better health and give

It is for this reason that the defence 
lay 6o much stress on the evidence of 
Fox, the expressman, that tho boy had 
on his hands at tho time of hie death 
au old pair of gloves, which he was in 
the habit of wearing while doing chores 
around the warehouse. 

Dr. King, who was the first party in 
the warehouse after the killing, testified 
Yesterday, however, that he did not see 
“uy gloyes on the boy's hands, He also 
flatly contradicted Fox with reference to 
the spectacles alleged to have been worn 
by the dead boy. Fox swore that there 
Was a pair of spectacles on the boy 
When he came into the warehouse, and 
that he took them off himself and handed 
them to Harry Hyams, Dr. King, who 
Was there before Fox, swore positively 
that there were no spectacles, and had 
there been he must have seen them. The 
Crown claims tbat, if Fox is not 
mistaken, both the gloves and the spec- 
tacles had been put on by somebody af- 
ter Dr. King had left the place, 

The evidence of the Crown yesterday 
was in many respects the strongest yet 
presented against the twin It was 
proven by the evidence of several mou 
lenders that prior to the tragedy the 
Hyams’ had mortgaged their household 
furniture, their office furniture and the 
effects in-their warchouse, It was also 
proven that these chattel mortgages 
Were retired subsequent to the death of 
Wells and after Harry Hyams had been 
advanced part of the inkurance mone 
by the sister of the dead boy—that, in 
fact, one of the cheques issued by Martha 
was used to retire the chattel mortgage 
on the Hyams’ furniture, 

Mrs. Harry Hyams, the wife of one of 
the twins, was in the witness box for 
a short time in the forenoon; but when 
she came to that part of tho crosa-ex- 
amination where she was requested to 
deseribe the particulars of the killing, 
aa giron to her by the two prisoners, 
rhe became greatly unnerved and gave 
every evidence of fainting. Her exami- 
nation had to be postponed in the mean- 
time and she was sent home in @ cab.

SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


A Factory to bo Established fn Ontario, 


obably Ln thts Section. 


aw industry is rapidly de 
veloping and it is kafo to say that the pro- 
duct of the beet will become the 
sugar in use in Canada in the noxt ten 
years. Mossrs. Michel Lefoboro & Co., 
yroprietors of the beet sugar factory at 
Borthi rville, Que., are sending out seed 
all oyer Ontario for distribution among 
tho farmors. Their object is to have 
beets grown in differont sections of the 
province and from their quality and other 
advantages of different localitios come to a 
decision as to whore they will establish a 
factory in Ontario 

ee. W.N. Ponton and F, S. Wall 
bridge wrote the aboye company recontly 
with a view of wing the factory for 
Belloville and yesterday received replies to 
their communications, ‘They also received 
15 Ibs. of beet seed each for distribution 
among the best farmers of this section, and 
those desiring to grow the beets can get a 
samplo from these gentlemen, together 
with instructions as to cultivation, ete. 
We hope the farmers who take seed will 
endeavor to grow the roots to the best 
possible advantage, as tho quality of the 
roduct will greatly influence the company 
in tho location of their factory. 

Tho following are given as a few of the 
benefits upon a community in which a 
factory is established : = 
Farmors.—Every factory pf 500 tons 
capacity would require fully 3,500 acres o! 
land to be brought under beet cultivation, 
From the sale of the crop of roots, the 
farmer would obtain a larger sum per acro, 
after paying all costs of cultivation, than 
he can obtain for any other crop, including 
the cost of cultivation, From the culled 
beets he will obtain a large supply of food 
From the leaves and necks, he

The works will also 
consume annaally about 8,000 tons of coal, 
4,000 tons of limestone, and 500 tons of 
coke, and will thus contribute materially 
to the prosperity of these industries, 
Agricultural Implement Makers.

& total of $505,000, This waa exclusive 
of the services to be taken over and 
maintained by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. These services now demand an ex 
penditure of $900,000, so that it con- 
ceded Newfoundland ‘the equivalent of 
$1,405,000, 

The main objection to these proposals 
was that they left Newfoundland in 
debt nearly $7,000,000, on which sum in- 
terest wYuld have to be paid annually. 

Newfoundland demanded a bounty to 
fishermen, a subsidy of $1,500,000, of 
which $202,000 yepresented the interest 
on the difference ‘between her debt in 
1888, when Canada urged Newfoundland 
to aceopt union, and before Newfound- 
land undertook to build the railway, 
which Canada waa willing to finish after 
union was consummated. Newfoundland 
also demanded an additional $100,000 
for the Crown Lands ju Labrador, and 
for the fisheries of the Maritime Proy- 
vinces, an efficient weekly mail ond 
passenger service with Halifax, bountics 
to local jindustries and the establishment 
of a naval brigade.

The ac auce of Canada’s proposal

Jn order that the liquid 
that may have settlod on the bottommay 
be stirred thoroughly before starting tho 
ump, the arm, A, is fitted to the pump 
ti 6 by a slot, F, so that itmay bs 
quickly slipped off and worked upward | 
and downward a few times before be- | 
ginning to pump. All tho parts aro 
made of flat iron one-eighth inch thick 
by three-fourths inch wide, and can bo 
made by one having facilitios for cut- 
ting such iron anc drilling holes to 
fasten it together.

If the 
air be heated it performs the further 
duty of separating the dust from the 
small pieces of onal, Paoeumatio grain- 
elevators, operating on a similar plan, 
havo been used toa considerable extent 
id England, and to a loss degree in this 
country, A plant of this kind at Bir- 
mingham has tubes of various dimensions, 
and acapacity of tweuty-five to sixty 
tons per hour, Tho chief feature con- 
sists of the peculiar shaped nozzles 
through which the grain is drawn and 
forced upward at an enormous rate, 
Operating under forty pounds pressure 
the grain is raisod toa bin ata height of

FOR THE DISPOSAL OF SEWAGE, 


The system for the disposal of sewage 
by air under pressure bias palpably ad- 
vantages under certain conditions.

The sketch herowith shows a simple 
and successful creamery that any far- 
mor can with a littl oxperso construct. 
| Tho firat thing required is a well of 

ood size in diameter and of cool water, 
experiment early last spring 
by hanging the cans in the well and 
Was so well satisfled with tho results I 
made the needed arrangement for 
hoisting and lowering the cans by use 
of a crank which can bo attached to 
each roller. Three cans all that aro 
neoded in my creamery, cach one hold- 
ing a milking, which allows 86 hours 
for each setting, The cans should have 
covers to keep out dirt and insects, but

Economy of Good Roads, 


We select from the report of the Good 
Roads Association of tho Province of | 
Ontario the following estimate ot the 
saving made by good roads; 

Col. Albert A. Pope, one of the lead- 
ing road reformers of tho United States, | 
declares that bad roads cost the United 
States 250 millions a year. Good roads 
would save the use of two iillions of 
draught animals, worth one hundred | 
and seventy millions of dollars, and cost- + 
ing $100,000,000 a year. It is further 
computed that in many countivs of the 
United States 10,000 draught animals 
are kept idle no less than four weeks in 
tho year by bad roads—at a cost of $70,- 
000 or more, Another authority com- | 
putes that the fifty millions of draught 
auimals in the United States are kept 
idle through bad roads long cnough each | 
year to entail a loss of $15 por head

Growing Good Pigs, 


A correspondent of The Rural New 
Yorker thinks there is nothing like oats 
to feed pigs. He mixes the oatmeal 
with shipstuff or middlings, using the 
house slops as wetting. In cold weather 
he warms the slops aud adds corn meal. 
This kind of mixture, which furnishes a 
lids rich in flesh and bone 
forming material, making a good qual- 
ity of both. While shipetuff and mid- 
dlings furnish the requisite material, 
fed alone they make soft and flabby 
muscle, He say “T have fed oats for 
years, and I think no other food equal 
to them in correcting the inequalities 
ot a dict of corn or shipstuff or both, 
The feed should vary according to the 
condition of the animal and its natural 




















variety, he 








attoning it. 

If there is a saving in work by en- 
silaging corn to feed to cows, then there 
is economy in growing green crops in 
suituble patches to feed your hogs by 
letting them help themselves--always 
turning in just as the crops of peas or 
oats, or Whatever it may be, reaches its 
best condition, md having hogs enough 
to use it up before any of it has time to 
go to waste. In this way it is possible 
to raise a succussion of crops of various 
kinds, never omitting clover asthe baso 
and main reliance- tuning the hogs 
from one to the other at the proper time, 
and thus bringing thom to maturit 
with litde more trouble or expense th 
just putting in the soveral crops and in 
their succession turning in the hogs to 
help thomselv Your pork will be pro- 
duced cheaply and your soil will be con 
stantly growing richer, producing big- 
ger crops and fattening more hogs. fi 
this way we believe a man could carry 
on a systein of hog furming that would 
prove highly remuneratiye. 

We have heard a ood deal said about 
the artificial condition of the cow, but 
who has descanted on the artificial cou- 
dition of the pig? He is no less in an 
artificial condition, nor less dependent 
on the judgment of man for bis health- 
fulness and vigor, We must give him 
a chance for oxerciss and fresh air, If 
we have weakened his power to resist 
the action of the elements, we must 
give him protection in that direction. 
If wo have interfered with the law of 
the survival of the fittest, which under 
nature crowds out of existence the 
weaker animals, we must by caro and 
judgment select aud breed only from 
the strongest, otherwise there will be 
degencration. So tho farther we get 
the pig away from natural surround- 
ings, we must supply him with corre- 
sponding artificial ones, The pig of 
civilization can no more survive under 
wild conditions and retain his improved 
features than civilized man can romain 
intelligent and refined under the do- 
privations of a purely savage life.

Despatches that have been ap- 
peariug in the American and English 
papers duriug the past 12 months unques- 
tionably have eminated from the same 
pource as to the ovo which I refer, that 
is, from the agent of a political party 
who are opposed and have been opposed 
fon a very loug time to the preseut gov- 
ernment, They are 4 confederate party on 
any terms and their objects in defaming 
public mon of the-colony of reflecting 
the public men of the colony, of reflecting 
upon its financial position and affal 

















aud grossly exaggerating the’ distress 
that has existed during the past few

VENUS AND JUPITER. 
Bide by Side in the Hoavony, these Bright 

» *Planots make a Beautiful Ploture, 

yrs (From the New York Mail.) 

_ _ Tho two brightest of the planets, Venus 
and Jupiter, separated by but few de 
grees, make for this evening» celestial 
picture of rare beauty and interest. The 
most careful observer who glances at the 
western sky any time between twilight and 
9 o'clock this and a few following evenings 
will surely be attracted by the two planets, 
They were in conjunotionat HHo'clock this 
morning, and were then but two degrees 
apart. Daylight, of course, prevented the 
amateur from seeing themat that time, but 
to-night they are not far apart, and merit 
notice from all. 

Venus may be recognized as the brighter 
of the two, Indeed, there is no other ob 
ject in the whole sky, the sun and moon 
alone excepted, so bright ns the queonly 
Planet. She shines with such rogal , 
these May evenings that ono Now 
lonst mistook her for 
tric light ovor the Oranges. South of Venua 
and atrifle nearer tho horizon is the othor 
planet, Jupiter, not so bright, but making 
# fitting companion for his neighbor. Jupi 
tor at his best is about five times brightor 
than Sirius, the brightest of the fixed att 
At tho present time Venus in about 104 
000,000 miles fromthe earth, while tle 
planet which is apparently suspended in 
space beside Venus is over 
miles away.

The com- 
mencemont of the action was delayed 
nearly four years by the sending of com- 
missions to South America and Australia 
and by other causes. In the meantime 
Lady Tichborne died on March 12th, 1868. 
The case had oxcited extraordinary atten- 
tion. Public opinion was divided, though 
so many believed in the ‘claimant’ that 
he was able to raise considerable money by 
the sale of bonds payable upon his coming 
into possession of the property. On May 
11th, 1871 the trial for the recovery of the 
Tichborne estate in Hampshire and Dorset- 
shire, valued at £24,000 a year, was begun 
in the Court of Common Pleas, With two 
adjournments it continued 103 days, till 
March 6th, 1872, when the jury inter- 
posed, declaring themselves satistied that 
the claimant was not Roger Charles 1 
borne, and he was non-suited. He was 
immediately ordered into custody to 
be tried for perjury, but was subse- 
quently /released on bail. The trial for 
perjury of Thomas Castro, otherwise 
Arthur Orton (as the indictment ran), was 
commenced in the Court of Queen's Bench 
on April 28rd, 1873, and continued 188 
days to Feb. 28th, 1874, when he was 
found guilty and was sentenced to fourteon 
years’ penal scrvitude. He sent to 
Millbank and subsequently transferred to 
Dartmoor prison. ‘The principal points in 
the two cases which led to the ab 
conviction were these; After assuming to 
be Tichborne, the claimant, though bard 
phasic for money, did not avail himself of 
salances and credits which Roger had with 
the Australian bankers, On arriying in 
London he immediately sought for the 
relatives of Arthur Orton, and subse- 
quently sent to one of the 
ters photographs of himself, 
child, as those of Arthur 
family, He was entirely 
incidents connected with Roger's residence 
in France, and knew no French, while 
Roger spoke French better than he did 
English. The handwriting of the two 
were wholly unlike, Roger was well 
educated, while the claimant was grossly 
illiterate. The physical , differences 
tween the two were even more marked 
Roger was thin ; his hair was straight, his 
ears adhered to the sides of his head. The 
‘claimant’ was cnormously fat; he was 
an inch taller than Roger; his head was 
larger ; his hair was inclined to curl ; his 
4 were dependent and free, with large 
lobes ; and it was cleai proved that one 
of Roger's arms was tattooed with his 
initials, while no such marks could be 
found on the *‘ claimant.”’

the cherubim ? An order of an 
ant, mighty, all knowing, adoring, wor 
shiptul. When painter or soulptor tried 
tn temple at Jerusalem or in marble of 
Egypt to represent the cherubdlm, he 
made them part lion, or part ox, or par 
eagle, But much of that {a an unin- 
tended burlesque of the cherubim whose 
majesty and speed and splendor we will 
never know until, lifted Into their pres- 
ence, we behold them for ourselves, as T 
pray by the pardoning grace of God we 
all may, But all the accounts Biblical, 
and all the suppositions human, repre~ 
sent cherublm with wings, each wing 
about 7 feet long, vaster, more imposing 
than any plumage that ever floated In 
earthly atmosphere, Condor in Night 
above Chimborazo, or Rocky mountain 
eagle alming for the noonday sun, or al- 
botross In play with ocean tempest, pre- 
sents no such glory. We can get an tm- 
perfect idea of the wing of cherubim by 
the only wing wo see—the bird's pinion 
—which is the arm of the bird, but in 
some respects more wondrous than the 
human arm ; with power of making It- 
self more light or more heavy ; of ex- 
pansion and contraction, defying all 
altitudes and all abysms ; the bird look- 
ing down with pity upon boasting man 
as he tolls up the sides of the Adiron- 
dacks, while the wing, with a few 
strokes, puts the highest crags far be- 
neath claw and beak, But the bird's 
wing Is only a feeble suggestion of cher- 
ubim's wing. The greatness of that, the 
rapidity of that, the radiance of that 
the Bible again and again sets forth. 

My attention is not more attracted by 
those wings than by what they reveal 
when lifted. In two places In Ezekiel 
we are otld there were hands under the 
wings, human hands, hands like ours, 
“The likeness of the hands of a man was 
under the wings.” We have all noticed 
the wing of the cherubdim, but no one 
seems yet to have noticed the human 
hand under the wing. There are whole 
sermons, whole anthems, whole doxolo- 
gies, whole millenniums in that com- 
dination of hand and wing. If this 
world is ever brought to God, it will be 
by appreciation of the fact that super- 
natural and human agencies are to fo 
together; that which soars and that 
which practically works ; that which as- 
cends the heavens and that which 
reaches forth to earth; the joining of 
the terrestrial and celestial; the hand 
and the wing. We see this union tn the 
construction of the Bible. The wing of 
inspiration is In every chapter. What 
realms of the ransomed earth did Isaiah 
fly over! Over what battleficlds for 
righteousness, what coronations, what 
dominions of gladness, what rainbows 
around the throne did St. John hover! 
But in every book of the bible you just 
as certainly see the human hand that 
wrote it, Moses, the lawyer, showing 
his hand in the Ten Commandments, 
the foundation of all good legislation ; 
Amos, the herdsman, showing his hand 
{in similes dmwn from fields and flocks; 
the fisherman apostles showing their 
hand when writing about gospel nets ; 
Luke, the physician, showing his hand 
by giving especial attention to diseases 
cured ; Paul showing his scholary hand 
by quoting from heathen poets and mak- 
ing arguments about the resurrection 
that stand as firmly as on the’ day he 
planted them, and St, John shows his 
hand by taking his imagery from the 
appearance of the bright waters spread 
ground the island of Patmos at hour of 
sunset, when he speaks of the sea of 
glass mingled with fire, Scores of lands 
writing the parables, the miracles, the 
promises, the hosannas, the raptures, 
the consolations, the woes of ages. Oh, 
the Bible {s so human, so full of heart- 
beats, so sympathetic, so wet with tears, 
so triumphant with palm branches, that 
it takes hold of the human race as notn- 
ing else ever can take hold of it—each 
writer In his own style—Job, the scien- 
tific ; Solomon, the royal blooded ; Jere- 
miah, the despondent ; Daniel, the ab- 
stemious and herole--why, we know 
their style so well that we need not look 
to the top of the page to see who Is the 
author. No more conspicuous the up- 
lifting wing of inspiration than tne 
hand, the warm hand, the flexible, hand, 
the skillful hand of human instrumen- 
tality. “The likeness of the hands of 
aman was under the wings.” 

Again, behold this combination of my 
text is all succesful Christian work. We 
stand or kneel in our pulpits and social 
metings and reformatory associations, 
offering prayer. Now, if anything has 
wings, it is prayer. It can fly farther 
and faster than anything I can now 
think of. In one second of time from 
where you sit it can fly to the throne of 
God and alight In India. It can girdle 
the earth in a shorter time than you can 
Seal a letter, or clasp a belt, or hook an 
eye. Wings, whether that prayer starts 
from an Infant's tongue,or the trembling 
Mp of a centerarian, rising from the 
heart of a farmer's wife standing at the 
dashing churn, or before the hot breath 
of a country oven, they soar awn 
Pick out of all the shippin 
on all the seas, the craft on which her 
sailor boy is voyaging.

But more, the orbital motion of the

On all well-conducte 
much machinery Is us 
a great deal of time running to and from 
the blacksmith shop, There are so many 
different tools used that something & 
out almost eve day. Now a great 
deal of this expense may be saved by 
having a small shop on the farm. A 
portable forge can be had for $15, This 
will answer every purpose, although it 
is not advisable to get one too small. 
Secure a hand anvil welghing about 100 
pounds, a good hammer, a ten-pound 
sledge, a steel punch and a good black- 
smith's vise, and you are ready for al- 
most any job but horseshoeing. Of 
course a beginner cannot expect to do 
skilled work at first, but with a little 
practice, time and money can be saved. 
My outfit contains several tools in addi- 
tion to those mentioned above and cost 
me about $30. The money is well in- 
vested, A farmer should not be without 
an assortment of good carpenter tools, 
I say good ones, because I believe the 
farmer ought to have as good ones as 
the carpenter. Many a dollar can be 
saved by their use. If the farmer does 
not care to do his own repairing, per- 
haps the boys (if there be any) will take 
hold and to them it will soon become 
more of a pleasure than a task.

“No woman, however strong or eager 
to learn, should take a cycle lesson over 
a half hour long, and she should 
stop frequently in her course of it to 
rest and pull some long breaths, The 
girl who Is not very strong and the 
least bit uncertain as to the cause of 
her weakness will be the happier and 
better for asking a physician's advice 
before putting her foot to the pedal, In 
ninety-nine case out of a hundred he 
will send her at once to the cycle 
school 

“It is the anemic, weak-lunged, nar- 
row-chested, dyspeptic woman whom 
the bicycle is a very tonic, but she, if 
having no directions from a doctor, 
must follow common sense in her prac- 
tice, and if in the first lesson of a half 
hour seems to haye exhausted her 
strength, should cut it in half, taking 15 
minutes twice in one day and a cracker 
and a few spoonfuls of sherry when the 
exercise is over, If possible learn to 
ride in one of the good cycle schools 
where one learns in half the usual time 
and the instructor shows a would-be 
wheelwoman how to use her strength 
on the pedals so as to save her the mus- 
cular effort a poorly taught person puts 
forth, 

“A great deal has been sald as to 
what constitutes the dress graceful and 
convenient for cyclin but little as to 
the dress healthful. Now, whether a 
woman chooses to wear trousers, a 
short skirt or a long one, let her be 
sure not to have her stays tight, and 
if she is slendor and can afford the ex- 
tra expenditure, use a buttoned cord- 
ed waist or a pair of short riding cor- 
sets In place of the long, heavily boned 
Stays of daily use. There is no gain of 
grace or beauty in a small waist for 
bicycling, but much danger to heart 
and digestion from a tightly-laced body 
when wheeling. A woman who rides 
much in summer ought to wear with 
her loge staysjthe thinnest of wool un- 
dervests, which absorbs the moisture of 
the body, prevents one from taking cold 
and {is the coolest, lightest garment for 
wear under a percale skirt waist. 

“Never when wheeling garter your 
stockings with elastic bands above the 
knee. Use long elastic hose supporters, 
fastened to the bottom of the corset, 
and strap under your saddle, when set- 
ting out for anything like a lengthy 
ride, a little case, holding a vial of bran- 
dy, a skein of black sewing silk, a need- 
le, a wee pair of scissors, a square of 
court plaster and a small bottle of am~ 
monia,

time. Slacken speed and roll along 
slowly for a bit before resuming a 
smart pace, Two hours is the longest 
regulur daily exercise even a strong wo- 
man should ke on her safety, and she 
who cycles by a doctor's orders may 
take an hour every other day, prefera~ 
bly in the morning, and a half hour af- 
ter breakfast for steady exercise, drink- 
ing a little milk and eating a biscuit 
when the work Is over.”

Ing as the plebelan Commons, Three 
years ogo, when this signal light wan 
first instituted, It happened, as to-night, 
that while the Senate was In Session the 
Commons was taking a holiday, The 
electrician of the Public Works Depart- 
ment got the Idea into his noddle that 
the illuminant waa the property of the 
Commons.

Thie evening, therefore, there was a 
good attondance of spectators in tho 
golterice, Before the orders of the day 
wero eal Senator MelInnis of British 
Columbia roao to a question of privi- 
lege. Ho read a lotter which appeared 
in the newspapers, written by the late 
Inspector of Bon itiaries, J, G. Moy- 
lan, calling attention to the fact 
that the Inte ateward of tho British Co- 
lumbin Penitentiary wae a nephew of 
Senator MeIuvis, and that he was a re- 
fugee in tho United States, He ad- 
mitted that his nephew had for 10 or 
12 years been steward of the British 
Columbia Penitentiary, but denied that 
ho was o refugee in the United States, 
It was o fact, ho said, that his nephew 
had not been discharged when tho ac- 
countant, warden and deputy warden of 
the Penitentiary were dismissed for ir- 
regularities, but voluntarily resigned 
his position last October, and went to 
the United States of his own free will. 
He severely criticived the action of the 
Jate Inepector of Penitentiaries in writ- 
ing what he knew to bs false in the 
newspapers, for thy purpose of making 
Onattackuponamember of the Senate, 
and thought the Government should stop 
Mr. Moylan’# superannuation, or at 
leaet warn him that, if the offence was 
repeated, his allowance for superannua- 
tion would be stopped.
